Geologists Have Found 
Another O!d Continent 


Report States Last Traces Disap- 
peared Thousand Years Ago 

A real Atlantis that actually exist- 
ed and later sank beneath the At- 
lantic Ocean like the famous lost 
continent of the legends, was describ- 
ed in the annual report of the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington 

Professor Albert Gilligan, British 
geologist, says in the report that evi- 
dence of its existence can be seen to 
this day in sediments, now hardened 
into rock formations, that were de- 
posited by great rivers of this Atlan- 
tis in North America, Scotland, Scan- 
dinavia and Spitzbergen—all on the 
borders of the north Atlantic, Exist- 
ence of these rock layers, he believes, 
can be explained in no other way. 

Gilligan says this real Atlantis cov- 
ered a large part of what is now the 
North Atlantic ocean until at least 


250,000,000 years ago, the end of the, 


great “carboniferous” period of geo- 


logy when the coal deposits were laid, 


down 

It did not disappear suddenly be- 
neath the waves, however, carrying 4 
great civilization to its doom Ike the 
Atlantis farther south, described in 
the ancient Greek writings of Plato. 

This Atlantis, the professor be- 
lieves, subsided slowly through many 


millions of years, and a fragment of | 


it may have remained projecting 
above water as recently as the time 
when the Norsemen were making 


their first trips to Iceland and Green-! 


land about 1,000 years ago, perhaps 
forming an _ additional ‘stepping 
stone” for their voyages:

Wild Cattle Annoy Ranchers 


Thousands On Islands Off West Coast 
Of British Columbia 

Wild cattle originally introduced as 
domestic stock by the Hudson's Bay 
Co., have multiplied to such great 
numbers on the Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, off the west coast of British 
Columbia, that they have become a 
nuisance to ranchers. 

For many years presence of the 
wild cattle, subject of many wild 
stories by loggers, fishemen and ex- 
plorers, was regarded as mythical. 
People without knowledge of the is- 
lands were skeptical, regarding it as 
incredible that anyone could have in- 
troduced cattle to the comparatively 
remote territory. Those who scoffed 
at the stories told believed that the 
“cattle” were probably elk. 

3ut Thomas G. Stewart, livestock 
expert, was engaged by the Domin- 
fon government to investigate and he 
returned from the islands with 
confirmation of the stories so long 
discounted. He says there are thou- 
sands of cattle on the island, many 
of them so wild that they will not 
venture near settled territory.

A Woman Pioneer 


Daughter Of Famed Hudson 
Factor Dies In Calgary 


Mrs. John E. Graham, 65-year-old 
pioneer Alberta woman and daughter 
of the late Senator Richard Hardisty, 
famed Hudson Bay factor, died at 
Calgary, October 16, She was born at 
Victoria, about 80 miles downstream 
from Edmonton, in the days when 
the population of what is now Alberta 
was only about two score. 

Birthplace of the former Clara 
Hardisty was a stockaded fort on the 
Sasktachewan River in the Saddle 
Lake district and site of the first mis- 
sion established by the late Rev. 
George McDougall. It had been 
Victoria after the college of that 
name in Kingston, but was later re- 
named Pican, after the chief of the 
Cree Indians. 

Mrs. Graham's father was chief 
factor of the Hudson's Bay Company 
and one of the most famous of a long 
line of Hardistys in the service of the 
company during the last century. He 
was the first senator appointed in 
western Canada. 

Shortly after her birth the family 
moved to Edmonton and Clara was 
sent to Hamilton, Ont., where she 
was educated at the Ladies’ College. 
She married John Graham at Edmon- 
| ton in 1894, and in 1908 they came 
here to live. Mrs. Graham had been 
well known for her activities in con- 
| nection with the Old Timers’ Associa- 
tion.

Fisheries Exhibit 
Attractive Displays awe At Big 


Designed to increase popular inter- 
est in Canada’s fisheries and to stim- 
ulate the use of Canadian fish foods, 
attractive exhibits were displayed by 
the Dominion Department of Fisher- 
ies at this year’s Canadian National 
Exhibition at Toronto and at the Cen- 
tral Canada Fair at Ottawa. Last 
year the department also had exhibits 
at several other fairs. 

The main feature of this year's dis- 
play at the Central Canada show 
consisted of a number of prepared 
specimens of Canadian fish and at 
Toronto there were shown 150 illu- 
minated plates, which were reproduc- 
tions of paintings of fish and shellfish 
in their natural colours, Each paint- 
ing had been made from a freshly 
caught specimen so that the plates 
were accurately true to life in colour- 
ing and details of form, although 
some of the larger fish such as the 
swordfish and sturgeon were, of 
course, not shown in life size. The 
two displays also emphasized the 
value of fish foods from the dietary 
point of view and at each booth de- 
partmental cook books were available 
for purchase so that housewives 
might obtain authoritative informa- 
tion as to the best methods of pre- 
paring fish and shellfish for the fam- 
ily table. The exhibits, prepared by 
members of the departmental staff, 
attracted a good deal of attention 
from the people at the two fairs and 
officers on duty at the booths had 
many requests for information as to 
the Dominion’s fish and fishing indus- 
try.

Tests show that he is _ ne'ther 
brighter nor duller than the non-ath- 
letic type, and that he conforms to

Shall There Be Peace ? 


The sudden and startling announcement by Germany on October 14 of 
her withdrawal from the disarmament conference and of her intent'on to 
resign her membership in the League of Nations, coupled with the immediate 
dissolution of the Reichstag and the calling of a general election to record 
the approval of the German people to these far-reaching and momentous 
decisions, threw a new note of alarm and disquietude into a world already 
distressed with a multiciplicity of problems. For months past the leading 
Statesmen of the world have been striving to avert another war, and to 
bring the nations into agreement in regard to disarmament in order, not only 
to ease the financial burden which such armaments impose, but to provide 
assurance of future peace. Germany’s precipitate action endangers the suc- 
cess of these efforts which, in many ways, were not too promising in any 


event, 
What can Canada do to help avert such a disaster as another world 
war? As a matter of fact, can the people of this Dominion do anything? 


Nothing spectacular perhaps; nothing possibly ef a direct nature. Neverthe- 
less, neither Canada nor other nations smaller and less important in the 
world arena than Canada, are altogether powerless. Each and all have their 
influence to throw in the scale for or against war. Our own attitude towards 
other nations is one way in which we will convey to them our stand for war 
or peace. If we favor extreme nationalistic policies, then in the eyes of other 
nations we will be regarded in an unfriendly light, and our influence will 
thus be thrown in the scale of war. If, on the other hand, we steadily and 
consistently, and in every possible display goodwill towards other 
nations, and prove by our acts that we desire the largest and freest inter- 
course and co-operation with them; that we recognize their problems and are 
willing to help in their solution; that we are not taking a purely selfish posi- 
tion in our international relationships; then, Canada will make friends, will 
extend existing friendships, will increase its influence with other nations, and 
will bein a position to do much to maintain peace and banish war.

Following the announcement of Germany’s intentions, Hon. Arthur Hen- 
derson, British chairman of the world disarmament conference in what a 
Press correspondent at Geneva described as swift and emphatic phrase, 
demanded a new effort for disarmament, Mr. Henderson's words are address- 
ed to all peoples and nations, Canada included. Giving heed to them is one 
way in which Canada may at this time help prevent a recurrence of war. It 
is important that those words should reach as many people as possible, thus 
we aid in the good work by passing them on to the readers of this column. 

“My message to you,” Mr. Henderson told a great peace delegation, “is 
that disarmament must go on and the League covenant must not be treated 
as a scrap of paper. It cost ten million dead and twenty million wounded to 
bring the League into being. We will not break faith with the dead who fell 
that there should be no more war. We will not suffer the hope that peace will 
be killed. We will not let the world plunge into barbarism through another 
world war.

However just its cause or good its inten- 
tions, no government can be trusted to remain loyal to the cause of peace if 
it flouts the collective peace system to which the world is now pledged. A 
country which rejects that system, whatever its intentions is inevitably en- 
couraging its citizens to regard war as legitimate and inevitable.” 

Mr. Henderson's message calls for a re-affirmation by Canada of its un- 
swerving loyalty to the League of Nations, of its determination to prevent 
war to the last ounce of its strength, and to promote peace in all its many 
manifestations. 

His concise statement of the enterprise in which the civilized world has 
been engaged since the end of the Great War, namely, to organize peace, 
should impress itself on the minds of every Canadian. The need of an assured 
peace is what the world needs more than anything else. It is more important 


than banking reform, more important than the abolition of tariffs, more im- 
portant than startling changes in our political, economic and social order,— 
and it is more important because it is the absence of an assurance of peace, 
and the fear of war at any moment, that is the cause of the existing world 
depression. It is that fear of war which is the stumbling block to overcom- 
ing the depression. And until that fear is removed the 
tinue regardless of what may be in vogue.

Tuberculosis runs in cycles of 200 
years, during which time its virulency 
varies from weak to strong, Dr. Ken- 
dall Emerson, managing director of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, said at Kansas City.

Will Be Spectacular Contest 


Noted Pilots To Race 18,000 Miles 
For Big Money Prize 

Next year will witness the most 
spectacular event in the history of 
aeronautics, when world pilots wil 
engage in a race across four contin 
ents for 13,000 miles from England 
to Australia for a big money prize 

Organized in connection with the 


Melbourne centenary celebrations, the 
race is expected to attract at least a 
score of noted pilots, who will endea 
vor to win the prize money of $75,000, 
put up by John MacRobertson, promi 
nent Melbourne resident. 

The race is to take place on Oct 
20, 1934, or thereabouts, and all en- 
tries must reach the centenary coun- 
cil at Melbourne by June 1, 1934. The 
rules stipulate that the airmen must 
reach Australia in 16 days or less to 
be eligible for the prize fund. 

Fifty thousand dollars and a gold 
cup worth $2,500 will be awarded to 
the winner of the championship race 
Second and third prizes, valued at 
$6,500 and $2,500, will also be award- 
ed. There will also be a handicap 
race, for which two prizes of $10,000 
and $5,000 are offered. 

Each machine must carry food and 
water to maintain life for three days 
and some approved flotation gear for 
the crew. This applies to both races. 
These rules definitely rule out light 
‘planes from competing. 

Pilots in the race will have to check 
in at Baghdad, Calcutta, Singapore, 
Port Darwin and Charleville. 

Since most of these landing-places 
2,000 miles and more apart, it 
follows that aircraft competing will 
have to have a flying range of 2,000 
miles at least to stand a good chance 
of being in the lead.

A good mixture for pen fattening 
can be made from oat and barley chop 
or oat and wheat chop. This should 
be fed as a mash, and skimmilk or 
outtermilk should be used in mixing 
il. We know it is not always possibie 
to do this and water can be used but 
it will not give quite the same good 
results as milk. Whole grains can 
also be fed in place of chop but as 
they are notin as readily a digestible 
form as chop, results are not as satis- 
factory. For the first two or three 
lays do not feed your birds too heav- 
ily. After that time give them all the 
nash they can eat at one feeding but 
le not leave old feed in front of them 
between feeding times. Plenty of 
good, clean drinking water should be 
wailable at all times. 

We fully believe that producers who 
will fatten their poulrry as described 
wd dress them, will get better re- 
sults than if the poultry were sold live 
weight. All birds sold live weight 
nust be fed and dressed in feeding 
stations. This all costs money and if 
he work is done on the farm it is 
nly reasonable that you could expect 
uore money for your poultry, 

Later in the month we will issue 
ietailed instructions on the home 
lressing of poultry. In the meantime 
start your birds on feed so they will 
vw ready for dressing around the first 
o the fifteeuth of Noveu.ber,
